And he told Congress he will slash out- 
put of weapon-making uranium by 25 per cent — a move 
he challenged the Soviets to match. 


In an unusually brief yet meaty State of the Union 


message, delivered in person at a joint session of Con- 
gress. Johnson also declared "unconditional war on pov- 
erty in America." He ticked off his specific policy ideas 
for the first time since he became President seven weeks 
ago following the assassination of John F. Kennedy. 


Johnson's proposals — many requiring action by

War Within the Pentagon 


President Johnson may ultimately have 


to settle a bitter battle being secretly 
waged by the Army and the Air Force in 
the Pentagon. The issue is simple, but 
crucial to the nation's defenses. The Army 
wants to build a huge new air force of its 
own. and the Air Force is trying to stop it. 


Historically you will remember that the 


Air Force through World War II was a 
part of the Army. Then the Unification 
Act of 1947 established an independent 
Air Force and give it command of practi- 
cally all land-based planes. The Army was 
left with only a few small planes for artil- 
lery spotting and liaison. 


Subsequently the Air Force decided to 


put the bulk of its multi-billion dollar ap- 
propriations into the heavy bombers of the 
Strategic Air 
Command, 
leaving 
only 


scraps for the Tactical Air Command upon 
which the Army had to depend for air sup- 
port. 


As a result the Army started to acquire 


more aircraft of its own. There are now 
about 22,000 men and 6.000 aircraft in 
Army Aviation. The war in Viet Nam has 
given the Army its first real opportunity 
to try out new methods of air warfare, 
helicopters to transport soldiers rapidly 
from one area to another and armed heli- 
copters to act as escorts. A new Armv 
transport plane was developed, the Cari- 
bou, and a new fighter, the Mohawk, which 
can fly both slow and fast and packs a ter- 
rific wallop with rockets, napalm bombs 
and anti-tank guided missiles. The Mo- 
hawks have been used to support ground 
troops in Viet Nam, and the Army claims 
with great success. 


Experience in Viet Xam has convinced 


the Army it will need many more air- 


craft in the future. And this point of view 
is supported by a new concept of the Army 
of the future drafted by a special board 
appointed by Defense Secretary McNamara 
and headed by Lt. Gen. Howze. McXamara 
told the board to look for "bold new con- 
cepts," and it so responded. It recommend- 
ed a gigantic increase in the Army's air 
arm. to 12,000 planes and 30,000 pilots by 
1970. at an estimated cost of $5 billions. It 
urged the formation of five air assault 
divisions which would move by air and 
have airborne firepower. Secretary Mc- 
Xamara promptly ordered that an air- 
assault division be organized on a test basis 
and siven a field test. One is now in train- 
ing at Fort Benning, Ga.

Senator Goldwater, who is 
a major General in the Air Force Reserve, 
declares the program "would result in

The Air Force has even charged that 


the Army wants to take over its Tactical 
Air Command. And from a neutral stand- 
point, a good case can be made out that it 
should. The Tactical Command's 
main 


function is to support tne Army. There is 
a considerable difference in its duties and 
those of the Strategic Air Command. 


The cost factor obviously should be a 


major factor in the final decision. The 
problem at the moment seems to be one 
of separating traditional service jealousies 
from the facts of the matter. Secretary 
McNamara has demonstrated a consider- 
able talent for settling these disputes with- 
out regard to the emotional aspects in- 
volved. But this one may be even too big 
for him.

"Develocitation" is a com- 


mon experience all motorists 
have had. We are barrelling 
along a^ superhighway at 70 
miles an hour for a consider- 
able period of time. The high- 
way ends, and a road sign 
says: "Speed Zone — 25 Miles 
an Hour." 


We slow down to 50 miles an 


hour — and it seems as if we 
arc standing still. It is almost 
physically impossible to go 25 
miles an hour after having 
gone 70 for so long; our bodies 
and minds resist the sudden 
develocitation And, s o m e - 
times, we get a ticket for it. 


"Velocitation," of c o u r s e, 


operates in exactly the oppo- 
site fashion. We start out in 


— and finally we're cruising on 
the highway at 70. 


Once we are up to t h a t 


speed, it does not seem at all 
fast: indeed, after a few mo- 
ments, there is no perceptible 
difference between our speed 
now and the time we wre 
doing 25 mph in town. Once 
the change has been effected, 
we do not want to return to the 
previous state. 


What is true for our mind 


and senses in the quite obvious 
and unquestioned a r e a of 
driving a car is equally true 
in the area of other behavior. 
"Develocitation," for instance, 
frequently takes place in terms 
of money, and is responsible 
for a great deal of misery. 


Somebody making 550,000 a

The Philadelphia judges ap- 


plied the same line of reasoning; 
as their southern brethren on! 
the bench have used in taking1 
cognizance of possible violence.! 
Not only were participants in 
the parade forbidden to wear 
the costumes they have used for 
decades in the so-called "Mum- 
mers Parade," held annually by 
private organizations, but dem- 
onstrations by Negro pickets 
who objected to the burnt-cork 
makeup were prohibited by the 
new court order. 


Many a judge in the south in 


the last few years has been 
confronted with somewhat simi- 
lar situations. Threats of vio- 
lence, publicized in the 
com- 


munity, have led to tension and 
fear of bloodshed. 


Ruling Overturned 


But the Supreme Court of the 


United States on May 20, 1963, 
overturned a ruling of the Su- 
preme Court of Georgia in a 
case in which it had been ar- 
gued that the convicted Negroes 
were guilty of breach of the 
peace "because their activity 
was likely to cause a breach of 
the peace by others." The high 
court declared: 


"And the possibility of disor- 


der by others cannot justify ex- 
clusion of persons from a place 
if they otherwise have a con- 
stitutional right—founded upon 
the equal protection clause—to 
be present." 


The Supreme Court had simi- 


larly held on Feb. 25, 1963, that 
the conviction of 187 Negro stu- 
dents in South Carolina tor 
breach of the peace should be 
reversed because this violated 
the Negroes' constitutional guar- 
antee of freedom of expression. 
The students had demonstrated 
on the grounds of the South 
Carolina State House. A large 
crowd had gathered to watch. 
The students were told to dis- 
perse by police officials. They 
were convicted by state courts 
of breach of the peace. Justice 
Stewart, speaking for the Su- 
preme Court, said: 


Infringed Rights 


"And 
it is clear to us that 


in arresting, convicting, and 
punishing the petitioners under 
the circumstances disclosed by 
this record. South Carolina in- 
fringed the petitioners' consti- 
tutionally protected 
rights ot 


free speech, free assembly, and 
freedom to petition for redress; 
of their grievances." 


Also, on Dec. 11, lOfil. 
the 


Supreme Court held in a Louis-1 
iana case that "sit-in" demon- 
strators at a lunch counter did 
not break the state 
law on 


breaches of the peace 
which 


punishes "passive conduct like- 
ly 10 cause a public disturb- 
ance." 


In a Tennessee case decided 


May 27. 1903. the city of Mem- 
phis had claimed that a grad- 
ual 
desegregration 
plan 
was 


necessary to prevent interracial 
disturbances, 
violence, 
riots, 


and community confusion and 
lurmoi!." The Supreme Court, 
however, ruled that "constitu- 
tional rights may not be denied! 
simply because of hostility !oi 
their assertion or exercise." I t ) 
ordered immediate desegrega-j 
tion. 
i 


In Philadelphia last week the 


three judces admitted they were 
influenced by the sentiment ot 
the Negro citizens, who consti- 
tute a very substantial propor- 
tion of the city's population, and 
hence they decided that the pro- 
test against the use of "black- 
face" was a forerunner of trou- 
ble. This is a conspicuous case 
of yielding to community senti- 
ment, oven though the exercise 
of constitutional rights is de- 
nied at the same time.
